Word of Life, | 


‘For the life was manifested 
and we have seen it, and bear, 
that eternal life.” Here, then: 
is the key that opens to us a 
much needed knowledge that is, 
to whom St. John is addressing 
the first part of his Epistle. 
Here the declaration is of the 
Christ that had been crucified 
and had risen from the dead.' 
This is not a rehearsal to those 
that were eye witnesses of Je-, 
sus, because He states His very 
purpose for witnessing for no 
other purpose ‘than to shew un-| 
to you, not what you had _ al- 
ready seen, but to shew unto 
you that eternal life, which. was 
with the Father and was mani- 
fested unto us. 


That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that 


‘ good works 
‘that you sin every day. Oh, not 


in order that your sins be for- 
given, and unless you confess 
your need of the application of 
His blood upon your soul, you 
have no part and lot in the 
kingdom of heaven; you have 
absolutely got to be born again, 
not of flesh, but of the Spirit.” 

The reason your joy is not 
full is because the sanctifying 
blood of Christ has not been ap- 
plied to your heart.

one thing. 


If we say we have no sin we 
deceive ourselves and the truth 
is not in us. No one of the hu- 











man family can present himself 
for a fellowship certificate with 
Jesus Christ and the Father 
without first admitting that he 
is sinful. It did not make any 
difference if these people had 
kept the law to the letter, and 
had Abraham for their father, 
a new covenant is now in effect, 
“without the shedding of blood, 
there is no remission of sins.” 
Jesus died for all, for “all have 
sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” 

The law had included all un- 
der sin, so John was talking to 
a self-righteous people that did 
not believe in confessing that 
the carnality in them could be 
subjugated to Christ alone 
through the merits of His shed 
blood, so you need not present 
yourselves for membership now, 
why should we be unequally 
yoked together?

“If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and 
his word is notin us.”

I must admit I have 
sinned, but I do confess that I 
am avoiding all actual trans- 
gressions now. (present tense). 


The Word says, “by their 
fruits ye shall know them,” 
there are people today testify- 
ing and saying they are free 
from sin. God knows that they 
are lying when their lives do 
not back up their testimony, 
but that does not make the 
Word ofGod to none effect. 
John evidently knew these peo- 
ple, that he addressed here in 
this chapter, he knew their be- 
setting sin, he was honest e- 
nough to tell them they were not 
walking in the light, he emphat- 
ically tells them they fall short 
in fellowship and that is why he 
is writing them and like so many 
that have gone down in the 
apostacy of today they prefer 
still saying we have no sin, we 
have nothing to confess. 


How sad for God’s children to 
backslide away from  fellow- 
ship and yet hold on to their 
integrity. I call to remembrance 
where confessions had to be 
begged and pleaded for, and 
then it would come with no 
sorrow, but a stiff neckness, 
such a one is a spot in any 
feast of charity, a hindrance to 
the progress of the Holy Spirit.
